such discussion’ the law sets up no standard of 
morality, taste, humanity, or deeengy, but 
leaves those matters wholly to the censorship or 

MORAL SENSE OF THE PEOPLE, . 
except that when such writings or publications 
are libelous in their character, and are not priv- 
ileged, the publisher must be able, op criminal 
presecution, to show to the jury not only that 
they are true, but that they were published with 
good motives and for justifiable ends. But 
these provisions will be searched in vain to find 
any right to publish as genuine any false or 
forged letter or instrument purporting to be the 
act of another, although he be a candidate for 
office. Insuch case neither the forger nor the 
publisher of the forgery is writing or publishing 
“ his sentiments” or opinions within the pro- 
tecton of the Constitution, or discussing 
any question within the range of his uwful 
rights and privileges. He “is, both avowedly 
and in fact, putting forth to the community as 
true the writing and act of another, and, if the 
publication is injurious within the law of libel, 


ne is bound in such case to kno its truth, or to 


take the consequences of its falsity. In respect 
to the forger, and of the publisher with the 
knowindge pf the forgery, there is simply a 
casus OmissUs ifthe luw of felony which the 
consciences of ali decent people must recognize, 
and legislation should hasten to supply. Unbap- 
pily, under tlie present condition of the law, 
such an act cannot be reached except as crim- 
inal libel, but 1 think. it cannot be doubted that 
if the contents of such forged letter be such as 
to expose the alleged writer to censure orin- 
jury, or public hatred, contempt, or ridicule, or 
such as might reasonably provoke him to a 
breach of the peace, they will be 


' CLEARLY LIBELOUS, 
and the venom of libel is only the more poigon- 
ous because the forger has put it into the 
mouth of the party intended to be injured. It 
there were no precedent, the common law is 
elastic enough to caver and redress such public 
wrong. In any view of the guilt or innocence of 
the accused in this case the question of the 
forgery of the letter is of vital importance, 
because, first, ff the accused actually wrote the 
letter and caused it to be published as genuine, 
those acts constitute a libel for which he could 
be held to trial; ‘or, secondly, if he did not write 
the letter, and cause it to be published, yet as 
be wrote and furnished to the newspaper the 
article entitied™ Lying and Sticking to It,” in 
which, with the knowledge that Gen. Garfield 
had denounced the letter as a forgery, he re- 
asserts its genuiness, and declares Gen, 


Garfield to be a liar’ fer baving denounced uc, 


he must be held to answer unless he has shown 
that in fact the letter is genuine and thet Gen. 
Garfield is, therefore, a Hur in having denied it; 
and also show that he wrote and published the 
article calling him a liar,“ with good motives 
and justifiable ends.“ It is settied4bat to calla 
man in public newspapers a liar is libelous.

‘The letter itself was the 
great subject of’ his thoughts, and the envelope, 
ho presumed, having served its pur- 
pose, would fall'unheeded into the publisher's 
waste- basket. . 

All the facts above enumerated, which dis- 
close so clearly the character of this envelope, 
bear with no less force upon the question, Is 
the letter a forgery? It is next to impossible 
that they can be true and the letter pe genuine; 
but they are reinfotced by other facts which 
remove from my mind fhe last shadow of doubt. 
There was no ‘s person as “Jobn W. 
Goodall, of Lynt., Mass.,“ by whom the letter 
which accompanied the Morey letter to Mr. 
Hart purports to have been written. It is proved 
most clearly that no such person as H. L. Morey, 
as being the person to whom the letter purports 
to be addressed, ever existed. The experts on 
both sides agre@ that the Morey letter, both in 
body and sign ture, was written by the same 
hand. some of m declaring there can be no 
doubt about it. Aq examination of the letter itself 
seows this fact to every person who is free from 
obliquity of visiog or perversion of Judgment. 


HEWITT. 

‘Mr. Hewitt’s connection with this letter, and 
the transactions that have grown out of it are, 
to say the least, of the most extraordinary 
character. According to the testimony of Mr. 
Hart, when he (Hart) received the letter; the 
very singular maunet in which it reached him 
aroused hia suspicions: He saw its importance, 
if genuine, as a weapon of deadly power iu the 
hands of Garfield's political foes. He was not 
satisfied to publish it upon the examination 
which he and bis editorial staff could make, and 
therefore took the letter and envelope to the 
Democratic National Committee for inspection.

perpetrated by some person or body ef persons 
for the purpose of deceiving the people and de- 
frauding them and Gen. Garfield of their votes. 
The evidence beamag upon Philp’s guilt or in- 
noecenece of forgery, is volutninous, and wauld 
demand careful analysis. Taken in connection 
with other evidengein the case, it tends to es- 

tablish a conspiracy to accomplish a National 
crime. The conspizacy points to men in other 
quarters, and of far bigher positions. of whom 
he may bave been the accomplice. or only the 
dupe and tool. It is better, therefore, that the 
question of the actual guilt of forgery be left to 
the consideration of. a jury; before whem addi- 
tional, and perhaps more decisive, evidence may 
be brought.

AN APPALLING mus, 
wholly at war with the safety and sanctity of 
popular government. Fortunately, no commit- 
tee, and no budy of men, hold in their hands the 
conscience at the people, and no party fealty is 
strong enough to interpret the sentence of con- 
demnatien whieh honest men ef all parties 
must prongunce upo® such guilt. The men 
most criminal in this case may not be reached 
by the hand of justice, but they will nad no 
party willing to beat and share with them the 
just measure of infamy and scorn that awaits 
them. It shey have faiied in their guilty 
purpose, so they will fail in securing the ap- 
proval even of thém for whose success they 
have done the guilty work. It will be small con- 
solation to know that they have gained by this

IRELAND. 
EFFECT OF GLADSTONE’S RECENT SPEECH. 
Special Oabee. 

Lonpon, Nov. 13.—since Mr.Gladstone’s Gulld- 
hall speech the Irish situation has considerably 
improved. That speech surprised alike friends 
and foes. Mr. Gladstone, declaring with 
reiterated emphasis that order must 
préGede reform, threw over not only cer- 
tain colleagues in the Cabinet representing 
a powerful radical section of the party, but 
threw over himself. Events had converted him. 
Mr. Gladstone's political good sense and sure 
perception of English opinions tinal'y overruled 
all these mistaken appeals. If anything was 
wanting to complete. his conversion, the 
reception of Lord Selbourne’s speech at 
Guildbali supplied it. There was never wit- 
nessed in any assemblage a more striking scene 
than when the whole company, a thousand. 
strong, took up Lord Selbourne’s words 
affirming that the maintenance of iaw 
was @ necessary condition of liberty. Lord 
Selbourne appeared to offer that as 
an abstract proposition, but the guests pointed 
the meaning by cries of Ireland and general 
cheers. The determination of the Government 
to give practical effect to the new policy by the 
relief of Boycott contirmed and completed the 
conviction that sedition, conspiracy, and outrage 
could no longer be practiced with impunity. 

The Land-Leaguers heid anxious consulta- 
tions. The Ritbonmen suspended operations. 
The malming of cattie, the torturing of rent- 
paying tenants, and the shooting of agents have 
suddenly ceased. Revolutionary Ireland, from 
Parnell downward, beld its breath, waiting to 
see whether the Government was really in ear- 
nest,—whether adequate military protection to 
hurassed citizens was really intended.

Iron ships are fast going the way of 
wooden hulls. The ship of the future will 
be built of steel. The advantage of using 
this material is that it gives greater strength 
and buoyancy in proportion to weight than 
iron. <A steel ship can carry one-fifth more 
in weight than an iron ship, provided the 
bulk of the article carried will admit of the 
difference in loading. ‘The only question to 
be decided in order to settle definitly the 
value of steel ships is the probable action of 
salt water on the material. Some experts 
believe that the corroding effects of salt on 
steel will be very rapid; but this is, to a 
great extent, pure theory, and may be con- 
tradicted by later expériments. While the 
English are trying to ascertain the relative 
merits of metallic ships, American builders 
are slowly groping out of the primitive 
styles of wooden hulls, and are still one full 
stage behind the artisans of the Clyde.

He 
might be offered the position of Minister to 
Germany, but that would leave his admira- 
ble work in the Interior Department to go 
for nothing, and might not be thought a suf- 
ficient recognition of the reforms he has al- 
| ready accomplished. So the chances are 
much in favor of his being retained. There 
are precedents enough for keeping members 
of the Cabinet over from one Administration 
to another, especially when the retiring and 
the incoming Presidents are in entire 
harmony with each other. In fact. 
until the inauguration of Buchanan, 
there never was an instance of an entire 
new Cabinet taking office with a new Presi- 
dent when both belonged to the same party. 
Martin Van Buren, who stood in about the 
same relation to Andrew Jackson, in a per- 
sonal way, that Gen. Garfield does to Mr. 
Hayes, retained nearly the whole Cabinet of 
his predecessor. Gen. Grant was not at all 
in sympathy with Mr. Johnson, nor Mr. 
Hayes, when he was elected, with Gen. 
Grant, hence the complete change in those 
cases was natural and inevitable. But Gen. 
Garfield does not hold any such position with 
reference to Mr. Hayes, and it would be 
rather strange than otherwise if he should 
refuse all recognition of his indebtedness to 
the Hayes Administration.

Tur American Consul at Zurich is afraid 
that the United States Government will soon 
have to shut down on the policy of encour- 
aging immigration. He says that one-fifth 
of the population is now foreign-born; that, 
if this proportion continues, there will be 
16,000,000 foreign-born citizens in twenty 
years; and that the quality of the new immi- 
gration is not nearly so good as that of the 
old. He apprehends that the supply of pub- 
lic lands will soon be exhausted if the tide 
continues to flow in as rapidly as it has dur- 
ing the last few years. The Consul is an 
alarmist. The assimilation of immigrants 
has been quite as rapid and complete, except 
in a few large cities, as could be desired; ahd 
the new blead has improved the American 
stock wherever it has thoroughly mixed with 
the native population. As to the public 
lands, it is a little early to be concerned about 
them, so long as railroad companies hold 
millions of acres and there are vast terri- 
tories unoccupied both @ the South and Far 
West. But the Consul is right in saying that 
some regulations should be adopted with a 
view to improving the quality of the immi- 
gration. It has always been g principle, both 
with our Government and all civilized coun- 
tries, that paupers, convicts, and persons in- 
capable of supporting themselves should be 
excluded. So far as it is true that any at- 
tempt is now making by Eiropean Govern- 
ments to drain off their refuse material into 
the United States, there is need of watchful- 
ness and perhaps of some amendment of the 
laws relating to immigration. 


Tun Board which is now canvassing the 
Cook County returns made a serious blun- 
der day before yesterday when it threw out 
the vote of the Third District of the Four- 
teen Ward for President. The judges of 
election in that district, not through any 
matice, but through ignorance, made a 
return of 351 votes for Garfield and 135 for 
Hancock. They should, of course, have re- 
turned those figures for the Electors, and not 
for the Presidential candidates. The names 
of the Electors were entirely omitted, 
and the Board threw out the vote 
for President on the ground of irregu- 
larity. It may be said, as an excuse, 
that it made nochange in the result. That 
is true, but nevertheless the Canvassing 
Board has no right to disfranchise 486 per- 
sons on account of a blunder of the judges 
of election, where the intention of the voters 
was so plain asin this case. It has been de- 
cided over and over again that there is no 
such authority on the part of a Canvassing 
Board. When it finds such an informality 
in returns, it is its duty tosend for the judges 
and have them correct them. In this case 486 
persons went to the polls on election-day, 
spent half that Tuesday there, went through 
the slow and laborious process of casting 
their votes, manifested their interest in the 
election by putting up with all the annoy- 
ances and inconveniences which voting is 


away, through an easily-corrected blunder 
partof the judges. The precedent is 
a bad one, and should not be allowed to 
stand. The Canvassing Board should to- 
morrow make a point of sending for these 
judges; and making them correct their re- 
turns. To do otherwise is to put a premium 
on incompetency and dishonesty, and to put 
it in the power of future election judges to 
make false returns which shall change the 
result and defeat a person who has received 
a majority of the votes.

THE IRISH LAND LEAGUE. 

The contest between the Land League and 
the land-robbers of Ireland is not difficult to 
understand, The program of the League is 
very simple, and is proving effectual. It is 
merely a mutual agreement of the crushed 
tenants that they shall have something more 
out of their crops than a mere pittance, hardly 
enough to keep body and soul together, and 
in some instanees not enough. The mem- 
bers of the Land League pledge each other 
not to bid against one another for the rent of 
land, If any of their number is evicted for 
inability to pay his onerous rent the League 
agree not to rent his farm at any rate, and to 
use their influence to persuade all farmers 
to keep away from it and let it remain idle 
until the dispossess#d tenant is permitted to 
return to his home and fields. The 
League object to the landlord’s agent raising 
the rent whenever he pleases; they insist on 
some fair and equitable rental value to be 
fixed by the courts, and protest against evic- 
tion so long as such fair rent is paid, and 
when a tenant gives up his lease he shall 
be paid for the betterments he has put 
on the place. Such, in brief, is the League’s 
program, put forth by the people of ireland 
in behalf of justice and humanity and in self- 
defense. 

The League is making a deep impression 
upon the English people and Government. 
The English know well enough that the 

land system of Ireland is an unjust and brutal 
oppression of the Irish people, that it is an 
injustice of itself thata handful of English 
landlords should be allowed to squeeze 
eighty millions of dollars every year out of 
the unfortunate Irish people to pay the most 
extortionate rents for lands that were 
confiscated from their ancestors, and 
that they should evict and expatri- 
ate them in famine years for non- 
payment of impossible rents. When 
once it is settled that the Government troops 
must be in upon every occasion to 
harvest the crops for these landlords, they 
will see the fgily and absurdity of the sys- 


tem, and they will protest against it in such

THE CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT. 

It appears to be settled that the amend- 
ment to the eighth section of the tenth article 
of the Constitution, changing the time of 
electing certain county officers, has been 
adopted. ‘The almost unanimous vote received 
by the amendment in the State at large has 
more than compensated for the small number 
of votes cast in its favor in Cook County. 
The full scope and meaning of this amend- 
ment probably were not appreciated at the 
time the Legislature agreed, a year ago last 
spring, to submit it to the people, and 
certainly were not at the time the elec- 
tion was held. The substance of the 
amendment is that, two years hence, 
a County Judge, County Clerk, Sher- 
iff\and Treasurer ate to be elected. The 


terms of office of the Judge and Clerk have 


always been four years. Those of the Sheriff 
and Treasurer have been two, but are now 
extended to four, mencing with 1882. 
Had there been no change the terms of office 
ot County- Judge Loomis, County-Clerk 
Klokke, and County- Treasurer Johnson 
would have expired in November of 1881, and 
their successors would have then been eleet- 
ed. By this change, however, in the time of 
election the terms of these three officers are 
extended one year, The general impression 
was that the provision had no imme- 
diate effect; that it simply doubled the 
terms of future Sheriffs and Treasur- 
ers, and made them ineligible for immediate 
reélection. It will be seen, however, that the 
amendment does have present effect, and 
that it deprives the canipaign of 1881 of the 
greater part of its interest and excitement, 
leaving to be voted for next fall only judicial 
officers,—a Probate Judge, Clerk of the 
Court, ete. By the amendment the term of 
office of the Coroner ts also extended to four 
years, Commencing with the person elected 
in 1884. 

The explanation of the large vote received 
for the amendment in the State at large must 
be found in the fact that it extended the 
terms of the three chief county offices, 
thus enlisting in its support persons 
having naturally great influence in the 
counties where they held office. It 
is not impossible that it was this same infiu- 
ence that carried it through the Legislature. 
It passed the House by a vote of 113 to 26, and 
was adopted by the Senate by a proportion- 
ately large majority. The only singular feat- 
ure in the case is that the county officers of 
Cook, whose terms are also extended by it, 
should not have bestirred themselves, as did 
county officers elsewhere, to bring out a 
larger vote in its favor. Both political par- 
ties printed their tickets for and against“ 
the amendment, the result being that tens of 
thousands of ballots went into the box un- 
scratched, and were, consequently, counted 
against the proposition, Had thé county offi- 
cers exerted their influence with the Repub- 
lican Campaign Committee, they might have 
had the ballots printed with simply “for the 
amendment.“ 

While the voters of this county appear to 
have been unaware of the meaning of the 
amendment, it is not probable that there will 


be any serious dissatisfaetion with its adop- 
While there may on principle be ob- 


tion. 
jection to the prolongation of the term of 
any officer, yet it will be generally 
regarded as wise to take the election of Sher- 
iff and County Treasuzer out of the Presi- 
dential year. The ticket voted for then is 
long enough without them, and it is not im- 
possible that better men may be selected 
when the Sheriff. County Treasurer, and 
County Clerk are the only candidates to be 


voted for, 
WHAT HAS BECOME OF NEY 1 

The discovery is made that at t $200,- 
000,000 of the money which, according to the 
coinage, importations, and other receipts, 
less exportations, ought to be in the country 
has disappeared from. ordinary sight, and 
much inguiry and speculation is made as to 
where this money hasgone. The prosperous 
condition of the country is shown by thefact 
that the supply of currency is so abandant 
that the withdrawal of even this large amount 
bas produced noinconvenience orstringency. 
The banks, and the professional financiers, 
and the theorists are all at a loss to know 
where this money has gone. All kinds of 
suggestions have been made, but there has 
been no satisfactory explanation. Exactly 
where this money now is will not, perhaps, 
be established until some sudden alarm or 
calamity shall create a demand for currency 
beyond the present means of supply. 

The disappearance of so large a sum of 
money as two hundred millions of dollars 
is not, it seems to us, at all surprising under 
the present circumstances of the country; 
on the contrary it strikes us that such an 
oceurrence a natural It, proceeding 
from the gen@faj prosperity, following a pro- 
tracted term Of stagnation, want of credit, 
and suspension of industry. For years pre- 
ceding the resumption of specie-payments 
there was a season not only of what might 
be justly termed “hard times,” but a 
stringency of great severity. Prices. were 
weakened, money was scaree, investments 
few and far between, industry crippled, the 
wage-fund badly exhausted, and a large part 
of the mechanical labor of the country un- 
employed or employed on short time and at 
scant wages. There was no chance for 
hoarding. Every man or family had imme 
diate need for every dollar ot earnings or in- 
come. Small dealers were obliged to de 
posit regularly to meet their obligations, and 
the small surpluses laid aside were very few. 

Times have changed. The last two years 
have shown how wonderful is the capacity 
of our people to absorb money. ‘The crash 
and wreck of the savings banks, and the 
equal fatality attending the ordinary small 
depositories, have created a widespread dis- 
trust. The prosperity of the agricultural 
people has been great. Farmers, as a gen- 
eral thing, do not deposit money in banks. 
Of late years they have improved their sys- 
tem of dealing, and, instead of having run- 
ning accounts at the country stores, they now 


trade for cash. They keep their money at 
home, and buy what they want when they 


need it for ready money. In this way they, 
in the aggregate, hoid in their hands a very 
great sum of money, whieh practice has only 
become possible within the last two years. 
Country merchants, in like manner, have 
largely changed their practice, and now, sell- 
ing for cash, are able to buy for cash. They, 
too, have on hand in their own safes, from 
time to time, an aggregate of money wholly 
unprecedented in them business. The same

gold coin, is a great incentive to hoarding or 
saving. Gold coin has deen in limited 
circulation something over a year, after an 
absence of twenty years. To ee not 
accustomed to handling it, the impulse, 
on obtaining an eagle, or a double- 
engle, or even a half-engle, to save it, or to 
reserve it from ordinary expenditure, is nat- 
ural, and an immense amount of gold coin 
has undoubtedly been put away out of sight 
and use during the last eighteen months of 
steady employment and liberal wages. 

What is true in other countries is true in 
this. In France metallic money is in general 
use. Every man (except large dealers) depos- 
its his money with himself. The French, as a 
population, do not employ banks as custodi- 
ans of theirmoney. In this way many han- 
dreds of millions of dollars of silver and 
gold are out of sight,—hoarded away among 
the people, to be used when wanted. To 
some extent this is true also of the people in 
Germany. That the return to metallic 
money in this country has increased the sum 
hoarded among our people is unquestionably 
true, and that to an extent much greater than 
is generally supposed. 

We think it.is clear where the bulk of the 
two hundred millions of dollars of our cur- 
rency, which seems to have dropped out of 
sight, has gone, It is in the pocketbooks, 
the private safes, the bureau-drawers, boxes, 
and hiding places of the people; as received 


it has been put away in small amounts, and 


now is held by peopie in cities, towns, vil- 
lages, and on farms, and in country stores in 
sums ranging from ten dollars up to one 
thousand dollars, the owners and holders of 
this money being those who have not hitherto 
hearded any money at all. 

The money is in safe hands, It is certainly 
where it will do the most good; it is, though 
out of sight, by no means lest; and, though 
its aggregate Is comparatively large, we may 
expect if the general prosperity con- 
tinues that the country will show a capacity 
for hoarding even much greater amounts of 
the surplus currency.

This vault contains the remains of many 
of the descendants of the Mathers. Within

We dhe Mather tomb is that of the Ellis 
family, which is shaded by the famous Na- 
willow, said to have been grown 
from a slip brought from the tree at the 
grave of Bonaparte at St. Helena. The place 
sbounds in curious epitaphs, as: ‘“‘James 
Seward, grandtson of James and Catharine | 
Seward, died Sept. 27, 1792, at. 6 months. 
Hie bore a lingering sickness with patience, 
and met the King of Terrors with a. smile.”

Old Copp’s Hill burying-ground has had 
tome queer sextons. Sextons must have 
tombs as well as other people, and, in several 
instances, they have appropriated other peo- 
ple’s tombs, turned out the rightful tenants, 
and occupied them with theirown dead, It 
is observable that a sexton, when he steals a 
tomb and commences an action of ejectment 
or forcible entry and detainer, always takes 
the best to be found. Thus the costly and 
claborately wrought and sculptured tomb in 
which once reposed “the mortal part“ of 
one William Clark, whose many virtues were 
chronicled in elegant phrase on the stone 
which proved unfortunately not to be his 
last resting-place, was seized possession of 
by Sexton Samuel Winslow, who caused his 


_ wretched Clark, as proprietor of all the vir- 
tues ascribed to him, ousted Clark, his.sisters, 
his cousins, and his aunts, and, with rare im- 
pudence, had himself buried in the tomb he 
had stolen. 

Ot course, descendants of William the 
Conqueror are to be found—that is to say, if 
their ashes are recognizable—in Old Copp’s 

Hill. There is a, tomb on which is repre- 
sented the coat of arms of Hugo de Mount- 
ford, “a Norman: who, in 1066, commanded 
the cavalry of William at the battle of Hast- 
ings.” | 

In the northwest angle of the grounds lie 
the remains of Edmund Hartts, the builder 
of the frigate Constitution—Old Ironsides. 
The spot is marked by a plain white stone 
upon which is engraved simply his name,— 
evidently a modest man, or perhaps his 
friends were grieved because he possessed no 
coat of arms, and so desired that his memory 

mould fade away. 

In striking contrast with the Hartts head- 
stone inscription is the following. on a large 
monument: Charles Jarvis died Nov. 15, 
N, aged 59 years. A Physician, a Statesman, 
8 Patriot, and an honest man, whose dignified 
deportment, sublime eloquence, unbounded 
philanthropy, and other virtues endears his 
memory to his fellow-citizens.” Here is 
evidence in an epitaph of a degree of faith

OBITUARY. 


BENJAMIN H. SKINNER. 

One of Chicago’s veterun hotel men has joined 
the vast army of the dead. B. H. Skinner qui- 
etly passed away Friday night, at 11:30 o'clock, 
after but fifty hours’ illness. With Mr. Skin- 
ner’s nume was associated a great deal of Chi- 
cago’s hotel history. It can be fairly said of 
him that he had his ups and downs, and at one 
time he was regarded as a very wealthy man. 


But be met reverses of fortune with a beroism 
bora of Western pluck, and his heart and hand 


were ever open toafriend. He was a man 
among men, charitable and kind to all, and by 
those who knew him he will long be missed. 

Mr. Skinner was born in Boston, Nov. 18, 18%, 
and was the. youngest of seven children, five 
sous and two daughters, two of his brothers, 
Samuel P. and Otis A. Skinner, being able cier- 
gymen in the Universalist Churoh. Mr. Skinner 
was educated in the Boston public schools, and 
received a portion of his business education in 
that city. He came to Chicago in 1846, and from 
that time on embarked in the hotel business. 
The Chicago of that day was far 
diferent from the magnificent present 
Garden City. In the spring ot 18% he leased 
what was then known asthe New York House, 
an unpretentious frame structure on Lake, 
between La Salle and Wells streets, located about 
where at present stands the hardware house of 
W. C. Blair & Co. The New York House became 
a popular tavern in that day. Its landlord, then 
in the prime of youthful life and vigor, was 
genial and pleasant to all. The River and Har- 
bor Convention had just then been culled to 
meet in Chicago,and great preparations were 
needed to receive the many eminent and distin- 
guished men then expected. It was at that time

hotel was destroyed by fire, after two 

ears of remarkable pros ty. But the New 
ork H did not die. It did not rise phoœutx - 
like from its ashes, but only a short time after 
the more modest one was destroyed a more 
pretentious house was taken by Mr. Skinner at 
the corner of Randol and nklin streets, 
where he again carried on the business of enter- 
taining the weary traveier. In t same r 
the genial and ul host took uato im- 
self a wife in the person of Miss Mary A. Shrig- 
ley, daughter of John Shrigiey, who was even 
then an old settler, and one of the first of the 
Sheriffs of County. Mr. Sbrigley bad also 
been a landlord. and bad man the Saugu- 
nash House, on Market street, which was a good 
hotel in its . Mrs. Skinner was but 1 year old 
when she landed on Chicago soil. For seven 
years Mr. Skinner ran the New York House, 
each year increasing its popularity, until. in 1854, 
he concluded to retire from the hotel business 
foratime. Hewentto New York my where 
hee in the produce commission business, 
He staid East for five years. In the hotel 
business here up to the time of his leaving he is 
said to e agreat deal of money, but 
his New Tor venture was not so successful, 
and be returned to Chicago in 1858, when he 
lease the Metropolitan Hotel, then at the 
southwest corner of Randolph street and Fifth 
avenue. This at that time was a four-story 
brick structure, capable of doing a large 
business. Under the able management of 
Mr. Skinner t reach a marvelous 
degree of popularity, until it became too limited 
in its capacity forall who sought its hospitabie 
roof. The May Hotel, south of the Metropolitan, 
on Fifth avenue, which was then Wells street, 
ased by Mr. roy and the two

continued to k growing in popular esteem

Me. Skinner was landlord of 
the Metropolitan he also man the St. Charles 
Hotel at Cairo, through m both me 
known al) over the State, especially in the 
southern portion, where he was an especial 
favorit with che traveling ublic. In 
1866 Mr. Skinner retired from the Metropolitan 
and sbortly after ‘purchased the Br ouse, 
which stood a t, from William F. Tuc ter, 
for which he 2 d $150,000, one-third being paid 
in cash, $25, and a farm on the North Side, 
reckoned at . more, for which a short time 
after Mr. Tucker was offered $75,000. Under 
the management of Mr. Skinner the Bri 
became famous fer its table and attention. For 
four years Mr. Skinner ran the house, when he 
turned it over to Messrs. Woolworth & Went- 
worth. Mr. Skinner was not financially success- 
ful in the Briggs House, the price paid for it 
being considered exceedingly high at the time. 
It was in the summer of that Mr. Skinner 
left the Briggs, and at that time the elegant 
Bigelow House was bei built on the present 
site of the new Post- „ Ot this house, 
which was to contain 250 rooms, Mr. Skinner was 
to take the management. When the terrible tire 
of Oct. 9 came the hotel was already partially fur- 
nished, and in ten days more Mr. Skinner was to 
have opened it. But the fire swept it away, and 
the Bigelow House, which was to have n 
sumptuously fu , Was never opened, The 
conflagration gave Mr. Skinner, along with 
scores of others. of Chicago's citizens, a hard 
blow, but with die usual grit and pluck he 
rallied, tag for a couple of years he retired 
from active labors. 

In the year 1873 he opened what was called the 
West-Side Briggs House. corner of Canal and 
West Madison streets, Wootworth & Went- 
worth, who had occupied it 
great fire, retiring. Mr. Skinner 
largely to the 22 of the house, and he at 
once succeeded in regaining a great deai of his 
old popularity. He ran this house for three 

ears, but again retired in 1876. In the fall of 

877 he opened the handsome ont Hotel at 
Ferpandina, Fla., where he remained for s>me- 
thing like two years, when his health broke 
down and hereturned tothe North. He re- 
mained here for some time, and then purchased 
the restaurant No, 47 State street, which he ran 
successfully up tothe time of his deuh. Mr. 
Skinner was in the prime of life, being 56 years 
old at the timeof his death. His attack was 
cerebral congestion. Thureday morn at 9 
o'clock he was taken ill at breakfast with an at- 
tack of epileptic fits, and had eleven of them in 
succession. He was tenderly cared for, and taken 
to the Tremont House, where he had three more. 
He then became comatose, and from the time of 
his first attack until the moment that he breathed 
his last he never regained his consciousness. 
No man in Chicago was better or more widely 
known in his line, and none left a wider circle of 
friends to mourn his loss. He leaves a wife and 
one son, Samuel P. Skinner, who have the deep 
sympathy of friends in their affliction. The 
funeral services will take place at 2 o'clock this 
afternoon at St. Paul's Universalist Church, 
Michigan avenue, north of Eighteenth street. 


MANTIN E. HUYCK. 

The Denver Daily News of the 9th inst. an- 
nounces the death of Martin E. Huyck, which 
occurred the day before in that city. Mr. Huyck 
was born March 20, 1848, near Buffalo, N. Y. 
While but a young man his parents moved to 
Chicago, where he entered the drug-store of 
Messrs. Paine Bros., then the leading druggists 
of Chicago. He soon mastered that business, 
rising to headcierk in the estabiishinent. Messrs. 
Paine Bros. found they had a young man of un- 
usual ability. and trusted to him almost the en- 
tire management of their business. But Mr. 
Huyck did not remain long as a clerk; de soon 
started a tore of his own. Shortly after 
he opened a eh, running both stores suc- 
cessfully. His energy and untiring zeal at busi- 
ness was more than a constitution, never very

A Buamored Scheme to Bun Them 
Through the County Board. 

There is a rumor to the effect that some of the 
outgoing members of the County Board, in 
union with some of the hold-overs, intend to 
make an effort to-niorrow, or at the following 
Monday's. session, to rush through Sexton's 
claim of $80,000 for damages incurred by 
him during the execution of bis-contract for the 
masonry-work ef the new Court-House. This 
is based in part on the allegation that be was 
paid in county orders, which he had to sell at a 
discount, ana in parton the fact that his work 
was delayed to-his less either by the negiigence 
of other contractors or of the Board itself. 
The Committee on Pablic Buildings and Service 
has been listening for some time to arguments 
on this claim, and will probably submit a report 
to-morrow. It is reported that those who are in 
favor of securing the payment of thislarge sum, 
the justice of which is greatly doubted, are fear- 
ful that they cannot get the votes of two-thirds 
of the members of the Board. The law pro- 
vides that no money shall be appropriated or 
voted by the County Commissioners beyond the 
sum of $500, unless such appropriation shall 
have been authorized by a vote of at 
least two-thirds of the members elected 
to the County Board. It ww understood 
that, in order to get around this provision, they 
have been trying to induce Cuounty-Attorney 
Willett to give an opinion to the effect that a 
two-thirds vote is not necessary to the making 
of an appropriation for the payment of a con- 
tractor for services rendered under his contract; 
and that any claim made and allowed under his 
coutract is à part of the original agreement, and 
does not require a two-thirds vote for an appro- 
priation.

I believe that the 
love of Christ will always be an agency con- 
straining men to live a divine life. I believe 
that the cross of Christ is ever the power of God 
and the wisdom of God to them that believe. 
Such in brief is my teaching.

New York Tribune, Nov. 9. 

Wandering down the East River front, with ita 
tall, dingy warehouses on one side and the long, 
hedge-like row of bristling masts on the other, a 
Tribune reporter Sunday afternoon was observ- 
ing the many types of humanity to be seen along 
that edge of the city.

UNITARIANISM. 
ITS CKEED AND ITS PROFESSORS. 
Cleveland Leader. b 

Unitarianism naturally furnishes a topic in 
our series of papers on the churches. The name 
Unitarian is applied generally to all who main- 
tain that God exists in one person only, and 
more especially toa Christian sect whose dis- 
tinguishing tenet is the Unity as opposed to the 
Trinity of the Godhead. In the more gé@neral 
sense the name includes the Jews and Moham- 
medans, as well us those Christians who deny 
the doctrine of the Trinity, and in this sense 
also there have been Unitarians from the earl 
est period of eeclesiastical history. 

Until the noddie of the second century there 
seems to have been no controversy upon the 
subject of tho Trinity, but from that time to the 
end of the third century there arose a succes- 
sion of eminent teachers who maintained 
against the ecclesiastical doctrine of the Logos, 
the undivided unity,—or, as they expressed it, 
the Monarchy.of God, From their use of this 
word they are known in ecclesiastic history as 


Monurcuiaus. There are generally understood 
to have been two Classes of them,.—those who 


this passi- 
ans: and, secondly, t who held that Christ 
‘wis in nature a re an, but exalted above all 
other peopnats By . superior measure of Di- 
vine Wisdiun,and who, therefore, corresponded. 
more nearly with the modern Unitarians. Theo- 
dotus, Artemon, and Bervitis, Bishop of Bogtra, 
in Arabia, Were the earliest teachers of whom 
we have any account. Beryilis, however, found 
an able oppbnent ia, Origén, and was, it is said, 
induced to retruet. 

In the fourth century a private discussion 
occurred between Arius, a presbyter of Alexan- 
dria, and Bishop of Alexander, the latter main- 
taining the csséntial equality of che Son and the 
Father, and the former throwime on the Bishop 
the reprouch of Sabellianism, and asserting that 
there was a time When the Son was not,— 
thus destroying ‘thé Son's eternity, making His 
generation dependent on the will of God, and 
assigning to Him a position subordinate to the 
Supreme, though ‘solitary and unapproachable 
by any other created’ being. This doctrine be- 
came the pareht of the later Socinianism, and 
through that the progenitor of the Unitarianism 
of a inter day. N 

It is not strange that in the great stir of thought 
which accompatied the reformation some 
should have been found bold enough to 
question the grand catholic doctrine ot the 
‘Trinity. Among such we may mention Hetzer, 
Bassen, Denck, Cumpanus, and the famous 
Spaniard, Michael Servetus. So widely, indeed, 
wus the Unitarian doctrine dilfused that it was 
thought necesaary, in the first articie of the 
Augsburg Confession, to cOndemn the modern 
Samosatans, who deny the personality of the 
Word and spirit, and declaring the former to be 
a proper spyvken word and the latter a divine in- 
liuence. 
wus tuught in Holland, Switzerland, Italy, Ger- 
muny, Poland, and France. 

in the English mind Unitarian opinions took 
root ata very euriy period ot the Reformation. 
In the reign of Bdward VL. George Van Paris was 
burned at Smithfield for denying the divinity 
of Christ. Francis Wright was burned at Nor- 
wich in 1588 for holding simUar opinions. In 1612 
Bartholomew Legute wus burned at the stake in 
Smithtield, and Edward Wightwan at Litchfield, 
for holding to the opinions ot Arius, In 1640 So- 
cinianism tad become so formidable that 
the Synods of Loudon and York found it 
necessary to directa special canon against the 
heresy. But the fortunes of Unitarianism 
changed when Parliament, in 1688, passed the 
Toleration act, thereby legalizing nonconferm- 
ity. The 1 of this aet prepared the way 
for that gradual change by which the orthodox 
Ot the English Presbyteriuns passed into Uni- 
tarianism. ‘Thus the Unitarians became the 
legitimate successors and representatives of the 
2.00) Presbyterian divines who, in 1622, left the 
Church of Bugiand in consequence of their in- 
ability to comply conseientiously with the terms 
of the Uniformity set.

ARCHBISHOP FEEHAN. 
PREPARING POR MIS RECEPTION. 

It is yet uncertain just what day Archbishop 
Feehan will arrive bere, but it is thought that 
a letter will de received from him, possibly to- 
day or to-morrow, term the local ecciesi- 


> astical authorities as to exact time of his 
arrival. The late

Qhio stréet; will be placed at his disposal As soon 
as vacated by ite present tenunts and placed in 
proper condition for his reception. The moving 
business began yesterday, and the preparations 
for turning it over toits new occupant will 
probabiy be completed in a few days— 
if not by the time of his arrival; 


then quite shortly thereafter. The preparations 
fur the celebration one week from to-day of the 
consecration of the Firat Roman Catholic Arch- 
bishop of Chicago at the’ Cathedral of the Holy 
Name are going forward with a devotion to de- 
tails which is itself an assurance that the cere- 
monies will be conducted with the pomp and 
grandeur commensuraté® with their importance. 
The Cathedral choir,as has been previously 

stated, will be largely augmented for the occa- 

sion, and the noble edifice will witness a congre- 
gation of Bishops and clergy, ther with rep- 
resentatives from variogs societies, such as has 
seldom been gathered togcther in any city in the 
w inciuding the 200 priests of this diocese, 
the Catholic societies of Chicago. the two Suffra- 
gan Bishops of the new See,—Baltes, of Alton, 
and Spalding, of Peoria,—who will assist in the 
coremunies; Bishop Ryan, of St. Louis, who is 
expoowe to preach the sermon; Bishop Hogan, 
of St. Joseph; Bishop Dwenger, of Fort Wayne; 
Bishop O'C onnor, of Omaha; Bishop Ireland, of 
St. Paul; and Bishop Gilmour, of Cleveland. 

The service for this auspicious occasion is 
that which is properly known as the order for 
the reception of a prelate. It is inaugurated by 
a procession of the clergy to the door of the 
church, where ther receive the Agchbishop and 
conduct him to the altar. The principal of the 
* recites the formal prayers known 
as those for the reception of a Bishop, 
after whieh the distinguished prelate pro- 
ceeds to his throne,‘ and is invested with 
the 7 > pectoral cross and  crozier. 
The Pontifical vestments of an Archbishop*differ 
from those of a Bishop only in the additional 
detatis of the pallium and crozier. The palllum 
is aA consecrated garment which the Pope sends 
tothose elevated to the Archiepiscopal rank, 
and, though its receipt is not essential to the 
ceremony of investiture, its formal presenta- 
tion is a dignitied feature of the service. A spe- 
cial messenger is always intrusted with the care 
of its delivery, and it is hoped that in the pres- 
ent case the sacred robe may arrive in time for 
the installation. Ite form is that of a scarf 
composed of white wool and embroidered with 
crosses, and it is sent hy the Pope as a mark of 
honor to Patriarchs, —— and Bishops. 
The pectoral cross differs from that of a Bishop 
in that it has two single crosses in place ofa 
double cross. The investiture having been com- 
vieted, the Archbishop proceeds with the cele- 
bration of Pontifical Hi Mass. which is fol- 
lowed by the sermon the day. The entire 
services will be of that grapd and inspiri 
character which will doubtless fill the Ca thedra 
to overflowing and mark the vccusion as one 
long to be remembered in the ecclesiastical 
annals of Chicago. 

In answer to inquiries from the irish-Amert- 
can. Council, a y composed of deiegates from 
the societies in the varivus parishes of this city, 
as to whether or not there would be any public 
demonstration on the occasion of the arrival of 
Archbishop Feehan, the following was sent by 
the Rev. D. J. Riordan, Chancellor of the Dio- 


cese: 
There will be no public demonstration on the 
oceasion of Archbishop Feehan’s arrival. He 
will enter the city privately, and bis first ap- 
arance in public will be the Sunday 
ollowing his arrival. He will de here 
next week or the week after. The societies 
are o numerous that it would be impossible to 
reserve places for them in the Cathedral on the 
day of installation, though many of the mem- 
bers will no doubt avail themselves of the op- 
portunity to be present. But nothing in the 
shape of a procession or public parade is con- 
tempiated in connection with the Archbishop’s 
arrival or installation. On some other occasion 
the socicties will be able to meet the Arehbisnho 
in a body, and he will be surprised and plea 
to see so many good and excellent societies in 
this city, entirely devoted to the Church. and 80 
respectful to their ecclesiastical superiors.”’

THE EXPOSITION 


Annual Meeting of the Stockholders— 
Election of Officers. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Inter-State Industrial Exposition was beld yes- 
terday afternoon, President Asay in the chair. 

The ‘Treasurer's report showed receipts of 
$152,104.37 from the following sources: Balance, 
$27,176.25: railroad tickets, account of 1579, 
$187.25; restaurant, 16 per cent, $1,457.91; cloak 
room, $583.69: elevator, gross earnings. $2,085.90; 
permits, $5,866.65; catalogs, $1,650.50; rentals, 
8. 848.92: ticket sales, $67,610.50. Bills payable, 
£30,000; sundries, $6,853:30. The disbursements 
were $148,763.45, leaving a balance of $3,340.92. 

The Secretary read his report, wnich was sub- 
stantially as follows: 

DISBURSEMENTS. 


Warratits have beer drawn u 
for the sum of $134,.94.85. 
which they are cilassitied are as follows: Con- 
struction, €679.22; repairs, $30,451.67; labor, 
$24,718.27; printing and advertising, 89,27. 
personal property, $1,618.15; bills py able (bor- 
rowed money) and interest, $31,016. insurance, 
$4,064.45 Ox pense, $22,480.11. 

The repairs account includes several impor- 
tant itemsin the nature of betterment rather 
than ordinary repairs, as for example, changing 
the position of glass for the roof, 614, 
aguaria, $473; water-supply-pipe to the lake, 
Sies, besides relaying and repaving the water, 
gus, and steam pipes under the floor throughou 
taking duwn the ends of the main building. an 
renewing the lower portions and foundations of 
trusses, the lowering of the band-stand, etc. 
The expense account includes several amounts 
which passed into the hands of the Treasurer in 
connection with the occupancy of the building 
by ee Republican Convent $1.375; by the 

nigöts Tempiar, $3,721.44, and ‘afterwards paid 
out on checks to parties to whom it was due. 


OUTSTANDING LIABILITIES. 

Exclusive of eapital stock, the outstanding 
liabilities are, so far as known, $1,700, which, 
being deducted from cash balance in the hands 
of the Treasurer as per his report of this date, 
len vos a net balance of 81.60.92. Capital 28 E. 
ropresented by certificates of full shares, 62. 
fractional scrip issued by Treasurer by order rot 
the Directors in 1875, 6, 314; undistributed, be- 
longing to the corporation, $486. Total, $2,500. 
The number of shareholders is 485, being an in- 
crease of fourteen since last report. It is very 
desirable to condense the fractional serip into 
full certificates as 1 as possible. 

Even before the expiration of last year a 
critical examination of the bulding developed 
the fact that important and somewhat costly ro- 
pairs were absolutely necessary to assure public 
cuntidence in ita safety and to properly preserve 
the property. The north halt ot the main floor, 
which in former years Had suffered decay by 
reason of the escape of steam under it, and 
which bad served asthe bed of a skating-rink 
for two seasons, demanded entire renewal. The 
foundations and lower parts of such of the 
trusses as bad not been renewed were known to 
be seriously impaired and ra pay becoming less 
reliabi in addition to these repairs, which 
were imperatively necessary and could not be 
safely delayed, it early became a serious ques- 
tion with the Executive Committee whether 
‘Changes which, if not of prime necessity, have 
for a long time been regarded as very desirable, 
should be embraced in the plan and executed 

at once, or be deferred in whole or in part — 
a subsequent time. To make the ne 
sary repuirs and the contemplated chan 
would require the borrowing of a considerab 
sum of money, and there were certain — 
such as the excitement ofa National election 
and holding of the Triennial Conclave of Knights 
Teuplar in August, proceedings which were 
sure to affect injuriously the receipts of the Ex- 
position of 1880. On 5 other hand. bowever, 
the organization is essentially a public enier- 
prise. The City of Chicago, it Was known, would 
ask that the National Nominating Conventions be 
hbeid in this butiding, and it was quite certain 
that the Conventions, the Conclave, and the Ex- 
position would attract more visitors to the city 
than any previous year had ever brought. 
These, and such as these,—strictiy public con- 
siderations, together with the real, permanent 
benetit to be derived from the proposed changes 
themscives,—decided the Committee to under- 
take them, even at the risk of failing to provide 
for a dividend or even of leaving the legacy of a 
small debt to the next administration. Fortu- 
nately the receipts of the late Exposi- 
tien were, as always beretofore, equal 
to the emergency. This public duty has been 
discha : al) Nabilities of the organization 
are paid or provided for; the buiidi bas been 

rmanently improved and beautiil accepta- 
ly, it is noped, to the egy ey and to the 
citizenr atiarge. Whatever has been done has 
been thurougbly woll done at reasonable cost; 
and there still remainsa net surplus in the treas- 
ury, to * something will de added from the 
receipts of the Fat-Stock Show, now in progress. 
Py next administration should * —
